Remote x’^ccess to the RPL^s Online 
Public Catalogue 

The Regina Public Library (E'PL) has 
had the RPL’s Online Catalogue 
available via modem since last fall. 
The system/ called VUCx'^T/ allov/s 
anyone v/ith a computer /modem to call 
the library and access the Online 
Catalogue. Since this isn^’t a training 
article/ I v/oriT.. be going into specifics 
on hov/ to use the catalogue. The RPL 
has brochures that tell you everything 
you need to knov/, Although there is 
not online registration and registration 
is not necessary., the library has 
Registration F orms avail able that they 
v/ould like you to fill out and return 
to them for their inforiTiation. 

The phone nuiuber for the Online 
Catalogue is 347-0463 and is accessible 
at any time., although item status can 
only be obtained v/hen the circulation 
system is available. The terminal 
settings required are: 7 data bits (v/ord 

bits)/ 1 stop bit., and even parity. The 
baud rate can be 300. 1200.. 2400/ 4800/ 
or 9600. x’^.n 80-column screen is 

definitely recommended as the text is 
formatted for 80-columns .. but not 

required. Wo special emulation is 

required. The Onlixie Catalogue via the 
modem as a straight x'^SCTI connection. 
Set your backspace/delete key to be 
chr$(8). Don’t try to have the screen 
clear by adjusting the screen clear 
coxamands at your end, x-^xfter using the 
system for a v/hile and having all the 
control characters displayed as the text 
scrolls., a control-v v/as sent every time 
a nev/ screen appeared.. BUT a control-v 
v/as also sent everytirae you pressed the 
delete key, Everytirae you pressed the 
delete key to fix soraething up., you 
ended up clearing the screen and not 
really accoxaplishing anything. 

x^fter dialing and connecting to the 
system/ press the retu:rn key a fev/ 
tiraes/ a second or tv/o apart. The 
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connectdon shoLxld be made and the 
v/elcoming messages will be displayed. 
From there on, just do as you v/ould if 
you were at the RPL using their 
terminals. As an example, say you 
wanted to look up all information on 
the commodore 64. First you v/ould type 
CAT (begin a nev/ Cjf\Talogue search), 
then type SUB (for a SUBject search), 
and then type COMMODORE 64. If your 
subject is found, then it will display 
all of the matches it has found. In 
this case, the computer found this! 

Vouf subject: commodoie 6*^ matches 3 subjects 

No. of citations in entire catalog 
1 Commodore 64 (Computer) 1*^ 

I Commodore 6*^ (Computer) — Amateurs' manuals. 1 
3 Commodore 6*=^ computer — Programming. 58+ 

You v/ould then either enter the num.ber 
of the the subject 'match you v/ish to 
see. There are other alternatives to 

doing this axid as I don't v/ant to drag 
this out by explaining to you hov/ to 
use the system. I'll leave it at that, 
x^x.bout the only other thing you really 
need to knov/ is that v/he'Xi you are do*ne 
using the system, enter END. This 

sig*ns you off the system and dro'ps the 
carrier. The RPL mentions doing this 
a.bout three times in their .brochure. 
One hint; you can stack co'mmands .by 
using the ‘V" (slash) character. So, 
using the a.bove example, typing 
Cx^xT.'’'SUB/C0MM0D0PlE 64 v/ill get you 
right to the listing a.bove. Saves quite 
a bit of time, es'pecially running at a 
lov/ baud rate. 

xAi..bout the only pro.blems I have had 
v/hen using the system is that 
sometimes the lines of text are longer 
than 80 characters. The .best thing to 
do to have “formatted text" is to have 
your terminal package strip the ”>“ 
(greater than) character. It isn't a 
necessary character and removing it 
v/ill shorten the lines and sto'p the 
screen from scrolling part of the lists. 
Also, depending on your terminal 
package, incoraing linefeeds may or may 
not be needed. It takes a little while 
to get your com'puter set up and used to 
hov/ the system v/orks, but it does save 
time.

Y ellov/ Pages is a 64 program that 
allov/s you to reorganise and rev/rite a 
disk's directory. 

When you run this program it offers to 
give you a summary of the commands or 
to continue with the progra'm. It then 
asks you to insert the disk to .be sorted 
and to press a key v/hen ready, x^fter 
doing so, the directory of the disk is 
read into memory and displayed in the 
colu'mri on the left. The right colu'mn is

the directory you make. The line above 
the columns is the file type and length 
of the file and the top of each colcrmn. 

The program lists the files on the disk 
in three different colours! red files are 
locked, yellov/ files are scratched, and 
v.rhite are normal directory entries. 

Pressing RETURN moves an entry f i om 
the top of the left column to the bottom 
of the right. Pressing the INST/DEL key 
moves an entry from the top of the left 
column to the top of the right. 
SHIFT-INST/DEL moves it back. Pressing 
the "R" key restores the left column 
back to the original directory. The 
cursor keys moves the old and. nev/ 
directories up and down. ”L" oHIFT“ L 
lock and unlock a file, "’d” dHIFT-"d" 
scratch and. unscratch a file. Pressing 
the space bar puts a separator at the 
bottom of the right coltjmn (more on 
this later). Pressing "C" will allow you 
to change the filename and "W" v/rites 
the new directory to the disk. The 
program v,'ill ask you[ if you're sure 
before performing this command in case 
you. hit it by accident. Pressing tha 
RUN/STOP key will return you to BASIC, 
x^ll of the above commands v/ork on the 
top entry in the right column. 

Be sure to alv/ays validate the disk 
after rev/riting the directory. The 
prograra leaves the command channel (15,i 
open using the file number 15 and 
returns yocx to BASIC after v/riting the 
directory to disk, do, to validate the 
di'^k simply press either dHIFT-CLR 
./HOME or RUN/STOP-RESTORE and. then 
type in the follov,'ing simple command: 
PRINT*15,"V0":CL0SE15' and press 

RETURN. The disk v/ill .be validated and 
the command channel closed. 

Nov/ more about the separators 
mentioned above. Pressing the space bar 
inserts a zero block USR file after the 
entry at the bottom the the right 
column. It is given a length of 0 and a 
filetype of USR to remind us that it 
should be loaded. 

NeKt month v/e’ll look at a program for 
the 64 called Disk Maintenance. 




This is the seoenth pnft in mn ongoing series of ortides on 
GEOS. In this article, I luill continue on luith a discussion on 
printer driMers. 

A printer driver., as used bg GEOS, is sirnplg a program that 
interfaces a printer to the GEOS environment. The basic 
printer driver is specificallg ujritten for one make and model 
of printer. Each one is '.uritten and designed to be used bg 
that brand of printer. When GEOS ujas first developed and 
sold, the general idea luas to select a printer driver suited 
for gour individual setup and stick ujith it. 

Houjever, this has changed luith later releases of GEOS. Vou 
are required to select at least one compatible driver to 
drive gour printer. This is not a hard and fast rule and in no 
Luag means gou cannot use a different driver or several 
drivers. There are over 70 printer drivers included with the 
GEOS package so gou should not have too much trouble 
finding a driver that works. 

These drivers are rather "plain jane". That is, theg all print 
out in one pass with a draft qualitg dottg print. Much like o 
cheap 9-pin dot matrix printer of the earig 70's. There are 
other kinds of printer drivers, but these are usuallg modified 
to do some desirable strange thing. I have about 10 printer 
dfivefs in my collection for rny one pnnter. 

WHV gou ask? Well, each one does something different and 
each one prints differentig. I have one that does not do a 
forced page after a page has printed. That is, even if all I 
print is a short £-3 inch document, the regular drivers does 
a form feed to the next page. Needless to sag, this can 
waste alot of paper. So the NFF (Ho Form Feed) printer 
driver prints out draft qualitg with no form feed. Another 
driver I use is the 2, d, and (. pass drivers (explained 
below) for better qualitg printouts. Vet another driver I have 
and use is one that reduces the printed document bg 1/3, 
effectiveig size reducing. 






One i-.he 6-^ vefsion of GE05.. the piinter dilMer MUST be on 
your luoi'k disk. On the 28 ueision, the piintef drivei is 

automatically loaded into memoiy. The one loaded is the 
one that GEOS comes across first on the ’‘BOOT" disk. Any 
additional drioers that you may «juant should also be on 
your uiork disk. A printer drioer can be called up at any 

time from the desktop by usinq the "GEOS" menu at the 
upper left hand side and selectinq the ones available on the 
ujork disk. Vou can always find out easily what printer 
driver is currently beinq used as it is named under the 
printer icon when you are in the Desktop. 

One very important recent improvement included in the 
club’s library are several new printer drivers that can 
overstrike I or A or even 6 times to qive you a NLQ 

(Nearly Letter Quality) type of print. It brinqs out a darker, 
fuller print (even with a well worn ribbon). The way these 
drivers work is rather neat and a qood example of 
someone’s inqenuity. It prints each line twice on a I pass 
driver. That is, one line is printed then the linefeed is 

intentionally left out and the print head makes a second 
pass over the f\isl This causes the print to come out 
darker. 

This looks alot better but still has the "dotty" look to it. 
Hence, the 4- and 8-pass driver. These work in the same 
principle as the Z-pass but with one major difference. On 
the d-pass driver, each line is printed out twice as before, 

but iust before the next two passes are to be printed, the 
printer does a micro line feed. A micro line feed is usually 
less than the width of one horizontal dot. The next two 
passes are very much the same as the last two, but are 
sliqhtly off centered. This drastically reduces the dottiness of 
the print and is very dark. The print is darker and fuller but 
is rather iaqqed, or stairstep on close examination. 

The enhanced 6-pass driver is much the same as the d-pass 
with one major difference. The 6-pass, as you have already 
quessed, prints Z lines, does a micro linefeed, prints another 
Z lines overtop of the last two and does another micro line 
feed and prints out another two lines. This is the same as 
the ‘^-pass, but this time, the three, two line pair are not 
dot for dot the same. The driver somehow, throuqh bit 
twiddlinq, is able to smooth out the "jaqqies". It takes next 
to forever (about 10-Z0 minutes) to print out a paqe but is 
well worth the luait. 

Hot all printers can print out 88 Dots Per Inch (DPI). This 
means that to fully print out the full width of the picture (in 
Geopaint), you need a printer capable of printinq 6'40 dots a 
paqe line (8 tinaes 80=640). Some printers are only capable 
of printinq 66 DPI (Dots Per Inch) and therefore prints only 
480 dots of the full 640 expected. This causes the riqhtmost 
part of the picture to be cut off and unprintable. If yours is 
a 60 dots per inch printer then you will be missinq the 
riqhtmost 1/4 of the picture. It can be overcome by 
avoidinq drawinq the riqht most 1./4 of the drawinq screen. 

Also in the Uersion Z.00 packaqe comes a program that 
converts your printer driver into a paint driver and a paint 
overlay driver. If you were confused before, I would 
suqqest you skip this and qo to the next article. Each of 



these are to be used just like a printer driver. These drivers 
are very similar but have very distinct characteristics. And 
neither has anything to do with a printer (confused now?). 
With the paint overlay you can print out your GeoWrite 
document as you normally do to a real printer, but the 
driver instead prints out the qeoWrite document to a disk 
file NOT TO THE REAL PRINTER. This disk file is the same only 
it has now been converted to a qeoPaint document. Simply 
put, it has been converted from text to a graphic 
equivalent and ends up becoming a qeoPaint file. With this 
option you can convert a qeoWrite file to qeoPaint and 
then add graphics around your text. 

With the paint overlay driver you can overlay several files 
on top of each other. So with a little foresight you can 
print out Z, 3, 4 or more columns over each other and end 
up with very professional looking, multi-column documents. 
The driver simply converts each file to qeoPaint and saves 
it on top of any thing that may already be there. By setting 
the tab and./or the left./riqht margin settings to correspond 
to the columns you select, you can print out a 4-page 
document and create a 1-page 4-colurnn neiuspaper-like 
document. Add a few graphics, and you have a newsletter. 
It takes a little (alot) of preplanning but it can and is done. 
The idea of a simple printer driver has changed drastically 
since GEOS was first developed.

Here it is. Income Tax time again. And, as has happened in 
previous years, I have prepared the CUGS Income Tax 
Program disk for all those club members in qood standing in 
our club. This year, however, the General program takes 
on a neuj approach. Many of you in the past have 
requested a method of saving your returns onto a disk. 
Thanks is here given to Richard Maze for including this 
routine into this year's 1990 GENERAL program. Vou now 
can save your variables as well as load them into the 
program itself or independantly into the +PRINT PROGRAM. 
The GENERAL program also includes (menu driven) a method 
of reading disk directories, as well as a method to FORMAT 
(NEW:) a disk, in case you forget to format a disk before 
you run the program. Mind you, there is plenty of room 
to save several returns on the CUGS INCOME TAX disk itself. 

Something most of us will more than likely want to do. I 
wish, at this time, to also thank Byron Adams for his 
contribution in reducing the original block size of the 
program so that the save routine could be added to this 
year's program. He also included a unique edit routine 
(which I slightly modified) to make any changes to your 
return easier to do. With it, if you load new variables from 
disk, you can easily press the left arrow key either in the 
main menu niode or in the edit mode and get a screen 
printout of the actual file ID etc. of the file you loaded into 
the program. Continuing to press the left arrow key will 
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aduarice mou on to other ports of the proqr»im. Thanks 

Bqron for this routine. The 1990 SPECIAL program has not 
been altered. It has been updated for the 1990 return but 

does not include the "saoe" or "edit" routines luhich the 

GENERAL noiu does include. Siuitch to the GENERAL if qou 
luant access to these routines.
